Mr.  Chairman  and  Councillors, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 

1963. 


The  Registrar  General' fe  estimate  of  the  mid-year  Home  Population 
was  4,760  which  was  an  Increase  of  80  over  that  of  the  previous  year. 


Live  Births  and  Birth  Rate 

The  number  of  live  births  was  86  (32  M*  34  F. )  which  was  an  increase 
of  4  over  that  of  the  previous  year  and  the  corresponding  crude  birth 
rate  was  18.07  when  adjusted,  however,  by  the  Registrar  General's  Comparability 
Factor  which  is  computed  from  a  population  standardised  for  age  and  sex 
distribution  and  allows  comparison  with  o+her  Districts  the  crude  rate 
becomes  21.63  and  was  rather  higher  than  that  of  18.2  for  England  and  Wales. 


Stillbirths  and  Rate 

No  stillbirths  were  registered  and  the  stillbirth  rate  was  accordingly 
nil  in  comparison,  with  that  of  17*3  For  England  and  Wales.

The  infantile  mortality  rate  was  accordingly  34*88  compared  with  that 
of  20.9  for  England  and  Wales. 


(The  above  figures  are  however  too  small  to  provide  valid  comparative 
rates) . 

The  hard  core  of  causes  of  Perinatal  Mortality  (i. e.  stillbirths  and 
infant  deaths  under  one  week  of  age)  is  prematurity,  asphyxia  and  atalectasis, 
birth  injuries  and  congenital  malformations  and  the  most  important  maternal 
factor  is  toxaemia  of  pregnancy. 


Maternal  Peat h s  and  Mortality  Pate 

This  rate  waw  nil,  as  there  were  no  deaths  due  to  Pregnancy,  Childbirth 
and  Abortion,  and  signifies  the  high  standard  of  modern  obstetric  practice. 


Total  Deaths  and  Rate 

The  total  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  86  (32  M.  34  F. )  and 
the  corresponding  crude  death  rate  was  13*24  after  adjustment  by  the 
Registrar  General' s  Comparability  Factor  which  is  computed  from  a 
population  standardised  for  age  and  sex  distribution  and  affords  comparison 
with  other  Districts,  the  adjusted  rate  was  10.32  in  comparison  with  that 
of  12.2  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  majority  of  the  deaths  were  amongst  the  aged  from  natural  causes, 
namely,  Heart  and  Circulatory  Diseases  and  Vascular  lesions  of  the  Nervous 
System;  if  those  there  were  30.

Cancer  of  the" lungs  was  the  cause  of  4  deaths  (3  M.  1  F.). 
hale  deaths  Invariably  predominate  to  those  of  females  In  an  approximate 
ratio  of  4  to  1,  and  may  be  related  to  the  ratio  of  male  to  female 
cigarette  smokers.  The  deaths  were  in  the  following  age  groups :- 
1  between  55  -  64  yrs.;  1  between  65  -  74  yrs.;  and  2  oyer  75  years.
